Voodoo Tradition 

Cult Bears Gilts 
For Sea Queen 

RIO DE JANEIRO (UPI) — An estimated 500,000 voodoo 
cult believers rang in the New Year Thursday night amidst 
drum beats along Rio’s beaches where-they threw gifts into 
the Atlantic for the sea goddess Yemanja in hopes of a lucky 
and fruitful 1971. , 

Thousands of persons, including a large number of 
Brazil’s Roman Catholic majority, believe the sea goddess 
will decide their fortunes for the coming year. 

To attract her favor, the white-robed "priests” of the 
voodoo cult, waded into the water Thursday night bearing 
gifts to the Queen of the Sea. 


The presents were mainly white, r flowers. but small boats 
launched into the night also carried perfume and makeup, 
combs and mirrors, or rum and champagne. The gits are 
presented to,accompanying chants and the beat of drums and 
the sacrificing of chickens. 

If today's dawn light shows only gutted candles along 
the coast, then the sea goddess is allegedly pleased and the 
coming year is expected to be a good one. If the tide line is 
littered with soggy gifts then the goddess has rejected the 
pleas of her followers and the year will be bad. 


There is one honor of 
particular interest to Canada. 
Peter Haymen. British high 
commissioner in Ottawa, is 
knighted with the title of 
Knight Grand Commander of 
the Order of St. Michael and 
St. George. This entitles him 
to use Sir in front of his 
name. 

A second knighthood with a 
Canadian aspect went to Prof. 
Frederick D a i n t o n , vice- 
c h ancellor of Nottingham 
University. He lectured at the 
University of Alberta in 1962. 


A miscellany of politicians, 
businessmen, civil servants, 
musicians — Heath plays the 
piano and is a choir leader — 
and 9 scattering of union men 
appeared in the prime minis¬ 
ter's list.

Roosevelt’s Dirty Trick

LONDON i UPI) — Britain’s late prime minister Winston 
Churchill accused president Franklin D. Roosevelt of striking 
a "hard bargain” when he offered 50 old destroyers in 1940 in 
exchange for bases, hitherto secret British cabinet records 
disclosed Thursday. —* 

The documents showed Churchill only reluctantly 
accepted a demand by Roosevelt that he should pledge in 
advance to send the remnants of the British fleet to safety in 
the British empire if Britain herself were invaded and 
overrun. — 

■ * ★ j.* 

Churchill was quoted in the cabinet minutes as saying 
"The United States is trying to make a hard bargain.’’ 

However, he told the cabinet “It might well prove the 
first step .towards constituting an Anglo-Saxon bloc or indeed a 
decisive point ih history.” 

The 30-year-old British cabinet records, hitherto kept top- 
secret, were released for publication. However, many 
documents still were held back for security reasons or 
because the government considered them too “sensitive” 
diplomatically even now. * 

The documents disclosed that Nevelle Chamberlain, then 
British prime minister, told the war cabinet in March, 1940, 


he believed Roosevelt would try to end the war "even if that 
attempt' should be embarrassing to us.” 

Sir Robert Vansittart, thief diplomatic edviser to the 
government, commented four days latet* “it is now. pretty 
clear, as the prime minister says, that President Roosevelt is 
ready to pl#y a dirty trick on the world and risk the ultimate 
destruction of the Western demticracies in older Uj secure Jfie 
re-election of a Democratic candidate in the United States." 


Among other disclosures were that 

• By July 9, 1940, Churchill told his cabinet conlulentiy 
Britain had recovered sufficiently from the Dunkirk 
evacuation disaster to repel an invasion if Adolf Hitler 
attempted one. 

• • At no time did the British cabinet even discuss 
accepting Hitler’s peace bids after the 1940 fall of France. 

• The British cabinet received a warning from its 
military advisers in May 1940 that. Hitler would lx* prepared 
to suffer 90 per cent casualities in order to establish a 
beachhead in Britain. 

• Britain had plans ready to occupy the Portuguese- 
o wned Islands in the Atlantic in the summer of 1940 if ' 
Portugal was occupied by the Germans or entered the war 
against the allies. 


Happy Note Set 
To Greet 1971

The reprieve of dissidents 
condemned to death in Spain 
and the Soviet Union has set 
the stage in a particularly 
happy way for the world’s 
entry into 1971. 

Prior to the reprieve an¬ 
nouncements. the year 1970 
had been notable primarily 
for eruptions of political 
violence in countries as far 
apart as Canada and Jordan, 
while natural disasters added 
to the generally depressing 
train of events. 


Now comes the show of 
mercy by Spanish and Soviet 
authorities, although the 
prisoners concerned still must 
endure harsh prison sentences 
and great doubts remain 
about the outlook for minority 
groups in the two countries. 

The reprieves indicate that 
world opinion, if sufficiently 
impassioned and well mobi¬ 
lized, can sway the actions of 
even the most authoritarian 
governments In the direction 
of non-violent behavior.

Spain Celebrates 
Drinks on House 

MADRID (UPI) — Bar and restaurant owners 
threw open locked doors Thursday and poured drinks 
on the house to Spaniards celebrating the decision of 
Spanish head of state Generalissimo Francisco Franco 
to commute the death sentences of slk Basque 
nationalists. 


Shooting the six condemned 
Basques might have caused 
upheavals in Spain compar¬ 
able to the events preceding 
the great civil war of 1936-39 
and this certainly would have 
ended the lucrative tourist 
trade. 

Moreover Spain, tradition¬ 
ally isolated from the rest of 
Europe, is currently mounting 
efforts aimed at gaining solid 
ties with the European Com¬ 
mon Market. 


In similar fashion, the 
Soviets have been trying to 
deny any involvement with 
the kind of anti-Semitism 
which forms an integral part 
of Eastern European history 
and inspires memories of 
Adolf Hitler.

Bennett Theory: 
People Matter, 
Not Cars, Ferries

LOS ANGELES — In this sprawling metropolis, strangling 
in a tangled mess of freeways and choking on its acrid smog. 
Premier Bennett has dusted off some old truths. 

For one, he says, it’s people that matter. Not cars or 
ferries. 

“People often ask: Is the government to build a lot more 
ferries to run between Vancouver Island and the Mainland?” 
Bennett said in an interview Thursday. “I say, we‘11 build 
maybe some more, but not a lot. Why? Because it’s impossible 
now to move a lot of cars at peak periods. And we won’t be 
able to keep up with the demand at .these times in the future. 
k k k 

“But no person has ever been turned down by our ferry 
system. So we are dedicated to the transportation of people 
rather than cars.” 

The same principle applies to freeway development in the 
Lower Mainland, the premier added. The government doesn't 
want to get into construction of a freeway network, which will 
only serve to spread out the population even more, while not 
coming close to meeting the rapidly increasing peak traffic 
demands. 

k k k 

The idea of one person, one car which lies at the root of 
many of metro Los Angeles’ problems. Bennett said, is totally 
unacceptable to B.C. But the only practical alternative seems 
to he developed of a rapid transit system in tlie Lower 
Mainland, and eventually in Greater Victoria. 

Bennett, however, refuses to commit the government. He 
doesn’t even like the term rapid transit, arguing only that some 
better method of mass transportation than .the automobile must 
be found.

Pakistan Crash 
Claims 17 Lives

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have 
been told I have a floating 
kidney, and have had all sorts 
of tests. At times I have such 
severe pain that I can hardly, 
catch my breath. At such 
times I can't put my weight 
on my leg or raise my arm. 
It is my right kidney. 

My doctor tells me to 
elevate the foot of my bed six 
to eight inches and stay in 
bed until the pain passes. He 
says if I continue to have 
these spells — I’ve had them 
five or six years — I will 
have to have my kidney 
tacked down. Do you think 
this is wise? How soon should 
it be done?—Mrs. M.L. 

The kidneys normally ’ are 
well protected and supported 
by pads of fat. Even so. they 
will move a matter qf a few 
inches when you change from 
lying down to standing up.

A "floating kidney" Is one 
that moves too much, because 
of some fault in its supportive 
tissues — a floating kidney is 
most often found in lean 
persons. 

Anyway, as the kidney 
drops downward when you 
stand up, it may cause pain, 
including pain from kinking of 
the ureter, or outlet duct of 
the kidney. 

In itself'a floating kidney is, 
not necessarily harmful. If it 
doesn't cause discomfort, for¬ 


get it. But when it does cause 
pain, then several possibilities 
are available.*- 

First. somFtifnes a snug, 
supportive girdle will help, by 
keeping the kidney _ from 
moving far enough to cause 
pain. 

Sometimes if the person 
gains a little weight (and 
along with it a little more fat 
in the abdomen) it will add 
enough support to limit the 
movement of the kidney and 
protect it. 

If the symptoms are too 
severe and too frequent, then 
surgery is the answer, to 
anchor the kidney more 
snugly in place. 

How soon this should be 
done is' best judged by your 
own doctor or the surgeon. It 
fis an effective means of 
solving the problem, but it is 
best to give simpler methods 
a trial first.

38 Miners Dead 


Dangers Known 


UYDEN? Ky. (UPI) - A 
coal mine in which 38 men 
died in an explosion deep 
underground was closed by # 
federal inspectors for three 
days last June because of 
'‘dangerous" conditions 
caused by violations of fed¬ 
eral safety laws, the U.S. 
Bureau of Mines disclosed 
Thursday. 

The bureau said a later 
inspection in November, at 
the Finley Coal Co. mine, 
disclosed five violations, but 
the mine,* a non-union Opera¬ 
tion. was jiot ordered closed 
on that occasion. Two of the 
November violations related 


to electrical -equipment. State 
mining officials said Wednes¬ 
days, explosion may have 
been caused by electrical fail¬ 
ure.

The bodies of all 38 victims 
were recovered from an area 
1,600 feet v inside the mine.. All 
the men lived in Kentucky 
within a 50-miie radius of the 
pit. 

— Federal and state in¬ 
spectors said they would 
enter the pit at 10 ajn. 
Saturday to begin an on-site 
investigation t o determine 
what caused the explosion. 

The U.S. Bureau of Mines 


ordered the Finley Mine 
closed last June 19 because of 
‘•imminent danger” caused by 
violation of federal mine safe¬ 
ty laws. The mine was per¬ 
mitted to reopen three days 
later after federal inspectors 
were satisfied conditions had 
been corrected. 

The bureau said the closing 
was ordered because of “dan¬ 
gerous accumulations of loose 
coal and coal dust” in parts 
of the mine, absence of 
proper tests for presence of 
gas before and after blasting, 
as well as before using 
electrical equipment at the 
mining face.

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New Century’s Challenge 


B F 


> RITISH COLUMBIANS COULD make no better 
) resolution on this day than to pursue with 
vigor and determination the destiny for which they 
are so uniquely equipped. For them this is not only 
the beginning of a new year but of a new century. 

The sixth province in Confederation in 1871, 
at this time it has every prospect of becoming the 
first among the sisters if it makes the best use of 
its enormous endowments and continues to enjoy 
good leadership. 

Premier Bennett sees two immediate problems 
in the way of realization of full achievement. Jobs 
must be found for the rapidly increasing work 
force, a task complicated by the fact that B.C. has 
a population growth rate twice that of the rest of 
the country, and at the same time the environment 
must be protected. The difficulty here is to create 
new industries while taking every precaution to 
prevent pollution, already a dangerous and 
disturbing fact in many areas. 

“We must be bold in our policies to open up 
the whole province,” Premier Bennett declares. 

There is challenge in these words and 
encouragement in such promises as the 100-mile 
extension northwards of the Pacific Great Eastern 
Railway and the Island Highway towards Port 
Hardy for a start 

But there are other difficulties ahead besides 
those acknowledged in pollution and population 
explosion, where there is the need for municipal, 
provincial and federal collaboration in the first and 
realistic federal assistance in the second. 

The province can go far alone, but not all the 
way, handicapped as it is by the immense 
contribution it must make in revenues to Ottawa to 
support the economies of the seven weaker 
provincial sisters. 

British Columbians may be encouraged by the 
announcement by Prime Minister Trudeau that 


inflation has finally been checked — although the 
evidence available will not convince the less 
affluent in our society — and that the 
government’s next target is the reduction of 
unemployment. That could mean B.C. will get 
some of its money back from Ottawa to build its 
own economy at a> more acceptable rate than last 
year’s experience promised. 

A source of immense satisfaction to all British 
Columbians is the rapid and continued growth of 
trade prospects, with Vancouver confidently 
predicted as the greatest dry cargo port on the 
whole Pacific rim within three years. 

But bright as these prospects may be, there is 
a shadow over the future which will flfce patience, 
trust and some ingenuity to dispel. It is the per¬ 
sistent problem of industrial relations. 

It must be recognized by employer and 
employee that the present methods of dealing with 
disputes are unsatisfactory when the ultimate 
solution can only be found in strike or lockout. It is 
certainly recognized by the helpless victims in the 
middle. 

It must be acknowledged that in the past there 
have been instances of inexcusable exploitation by 
management. And it must be obvious there are 
dangers of tyrannical decisions by leaders of big 
unions. 

No progressive people should accept the risk 
of repetition of confrontation between these forces. 
Confusion and chaos are the only sure results 
There is legislation in this province which provides 
for settlement by mediation by an unbiased forum, 
and in spite of the refusal of labor to admit its 
usefulness it is the best hope for compromise. It 
deserves, at least, a trial. If the Mediation 
Commission Act, in present or amended form, can 
disentangle the industrial relations complication, 
British Columbia can stride with,fullest confidence 
into this new century. 


Increase in Air Safety 


W/TTH THE ADVENT of jumbo jet airliners it 
vv is possible that the world will be shocked by 
a single air accident toll far exceeding anything it 
has seen before, or a combination of accidents in 
one year that sends the annual total of fatalities to 
a striking new height. Nevertheless it seems 
reasonable to predict that the chances of being 
killed as a passenger on a scheduled air service will 
remain remarkably low. 

The foundation for this prediction consists of 
statistics of passenger fatalities on scheduled 
services over .a period of 20 years published in the 
latest International Civil Aviation Organization 
Bulletin. They show that while the number of 
passenger-miles flown annually was multiplied by 
nearly 13 during the two decades, the number of 
passengers killed in accidents merely doubled. 
More impressive, perhaps, the number of fatal 


accidents to passenger-carrying aircraft of the 
scheduled lines was 27 in 1950, and after an erratic 
series of ups and downs with a low of 20 and a high 
of 37, it was 32 in 1969 — a rise of five, in the 
vastly expanded industry. 

The increase in carrying capacity of aircraft 
undoubtedly was responsible for most of the 
difference between the 551 passengers killed in 
1950 and the 1,123 in 1969. But if this could be 
counted an impressive rise in total deaths, it is far 
outweighed by the improvement in the safety 
record measured against the miles or hours flown. 

The fatality rate for each 100 million 
passenger-miles in 1950 was 3.5, which was 
particularly bad. But even starting from the 1951 
rate of 2.01, a reduction in 1969 to .52 — a death 
every 200 million passenger miles — is a most 
creditable and comforting increase in safety. 
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Security Conference Hopes Fading

And he ajided: "I want to

‘^We should never confuse 
motives with methods. Under 
the rule of law, all persons 
are free to dissent and free to 
promote their views by lawful 
means. 

"However, force. terror 
and violence are not bargain¬ 
ing tactics within a free, 
lawful society. We have seen 
enough of this action in recent 
months to know that if can 
only lead to chaos. 

"Let all law enforcement 
agencies insure that bombings 


receive tenacious and vigor¬ 
ous investigation and that the 
guilty are arrested. And 
equally important, let an 
aroused citizenry stand firmly 
in support of law enforcement 
and give its full co-operation. 
And finally, let the courts 
show those who deal in fear 
and terror by the use of the 
bomb that theirs is a costly 
folly."

The operative.words of this 
message are "within a free, 
lawful society." Terrorism is 
resorted to only when (and 
because) it works. The prac¬ 
titioners of violence use it for 
exactly the same reason the 
doctrines — ,as a means of 
acquiring power. 

History has proved that 
freedom perishes utterly under 
communism — the latest and- 
l>est example, perhaps, is 
Czechoslovakia — and that so 
long as communism retains a 
power apparatus, it will con¬ 
tinue to be^n active threat to 
any freedom anywhere. Every 
Communist is charged with 
the mission of undermining, 
by any and all available 
means, every non-Commumst 
government. 

After observing the conduct 
of the New I .eft, the Weather¬ 
men memberi*. the SDS, the 
Black Panthers, el al. it is 
idle to suppose that treedom 
could tyst for a moment 
under the sway of these or 
similar advocates of revolu¬ 
tionary violence for its own 
sake.

The con¬ 
cern of non-revolutionaries,

Certainly there is no time 
left for complacency or indif¬ 
ference.

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Old Snowflakes Never Die or Even Melt Away 
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W H E R E are the snows 
of yesteryear? In Robert 
F. Sisson’s desk drawer. 

The National Geographic 
photographer has overcome 
the melting menace that has 
f r u strated generations of 
snowflake fanciers. 

In a recent article, the 
photographer describes how 
he preserves the evanescent 
crystals. 

Mr. Sisson uses a method 
devised by snow expert 
Vincent J. Schaefer. : He coats 
a pane of glass with polyvinyl 
formal resin dissolved in a 
weak ethylene chloride solu¬ 
tion. He may place a single 


crystal on the coated pane or 
expose the glass to a storm. 

The crystals are engulfed 
by the solution, which quickly 
hardens; tlien the crystals 
melt and evaporate through 
the film, leaving permanent 
casts. 

When photographed, t h e 
molds reflect light much as 
would the original snow or ice 
crystals. 

Mr. Sissoq follows the trail 
of Wilsor^ A. (Snowflake) 
Bentley, the Vermont fanner 
who spent nearly 50 winters 
photographing snow- crystals. 

Bentley, who died on a 
snowy December day 39 years 


ago in Jericho, Vermont, 
made 6,000 photomicrographs 
of snowflakes. His remark¬ 
able pictures Illustrate a 
reference work published in 
1931 and still used by meteor¬ 
ologists the world over. 

"Snowflake” Bentley 
worked alone on his hillside 
farm in a small shed. There, 
bundled against the piercing 
cold of northern blizzards and 
be low-zero temperatures, he 
recorded with his clumsy 
studio camera a myriad as¬ 
sortment of snow shapes. 

He found that the best 
crystals occur during general 
storms, witji a west or north 


wind blowing and the barom¬ 
eter reading from 29.60 to 
30.20 Inches. 

Ice crystals form high in 
the atmosphere, where water 
vapor of clouds freezes 
around microscopic particles 
— such as dust motes — 
afloat in the air. As more 
water vapor condenses on 
these crystals, they gradually 
become heavy enough to fall 
out of their clouds. 

Tossed about. An churning 
air currents, the nvstals 
bump against each other, 
breaking off tiny chips of ice. 
Then each chip in turn- may 
start a new crystal. 


Crystals fall individually 
when the temperature is very 
low. If thev paste- through 
layers of warmer air. they 
may collide ami cling together 
as they tumble and flutter 
towards the ground. 


Platter-shaped masses of 
wet snow, reputedly as long 
as footballs, wobbled down 
from the gray sky over Fort 
Keogh, Montana. In 1887.

Pepin Predicts 
Spending Rise 


OTTAWA (CP)-Canada can 
expect 1971 to be a buoyant 
year in consumer spending, 
new house construction, and 
business expansion. Trade 
Minister Jean-Luc Pepin said 
in a year-end statement. 

But he warned that infla¬ 
tionary pressures must con¬ 
tinue to be checked. 


Mainly because of booming 
export trade, 1970 ~was a 
better year for Canada than 
for the United States or 
Britain. Pe>pin said. This 
country had an increase of 
about 6.5 per cent in its gross 
national product, about three 
per cent in volume terms and 
3.5 Tier cent in price in¬ 
creases. 

There was distinct slowing 
in consumer spending and 
many lines of demand for 
manufactured goods during 
,1970. TTiis dampened' inflation. 

"However, there is continu¬ 
ing upward pressure from the 
cost side which has yet .to be 
adequately contained,” the 
minister said.

Demand for Canadian pro¬ 
ducts in Japan, Europe and 
other countries not tradition¬ 
ally regarded as big custo¬ 


mers sparked a dramatic 
upsurge in exports. 

Incomplete figures for the 
year indicated a merchahdise 
trade surplus approaching 
83,000 million, almost four 
times the surplus of 1969 and 
more than twice the previous 
record, set in 1968. After 
covering the u^ual deficit in 
non-merch andise trade, 
Canada would still record its 
first over-all balance-of-pay- 
ments surplus since 195G, and 
it could be approximately 
81,000 million.

The origins of the feature go 
back further, however. 

Wormald traces the origin 
to a column he ran from time 
to time in the months follow¬ 
ing the war, when he covered 
the waterfront tyeat for the 
Colonist. 

“I did a column featuring 
names and short items about 
people who made marine 
news. It was called Harbor 
Lights at the time,” he said. 

This column carried no 
picture until Nov. 28, 1948, 
when it was dressed up with a 
new title and presented as We 
Saw Yesterday. For the 
fledgling feature, staff photo¬ 
grapher Bud Kinsman took a 
picture of H. B. Elsworthy, of 
Island Tug and Barge. 

This column appeared 
intermittently until Seen in 
Passing was born on Sept. 27. 
1963, but again the picture 
was dropped. The column 
assumed the form that 
readers are familiar with at 
this time. On that first day. 
former provincial NDP leader 
Bob Strachan was among 
those seen in passing, “having 
a t>ite to eat at the club.*’ 

The First Ever 

The column ran intermit¬ 
tently until it finally emerged 
on Oct. 26. 1956 in its present 
format with a photograph dhd 
a miscellany of names. 

The first Seen in Passing 
item in 1956 was about a 
milkman. A reporter and 
photographer stopped at the 
Island Farms depot, on Blan- 
shard. Street. The dairy in 
those days had a small coffee 


shop on the premises, and the 
reporter and photographer 
stopped by to gather the first 
item.

‘Many Changes’ 

On that same day In 1956, 
deputy provincial secretary L. 
J. Wallace and Larry 
McCance were seen "... 
welcoming gueBts to a party" 
and Dave Armstrong and 
Dave Hill were seen "... 
agreeing on the first week of 
December as the possible 
opening time for CHEK-TV." 

The party Is long past and 
the television station has long 
been in operation and there 
have been some dramatic 
changes in the Graham 
family since then. Graham 
ended his association with the 
dairy Thursday to become a 
wholesale distributor for the 
Fletcher Meat company. 

He stood in the room that 
once housed the coffee bar, in 
whic[i that first Seen in 
Passing photograph was taken 
and recalled sadly. "There 
have been many changes in 
my family. 

"My wife Muriel was killed 
in a car accident, but there 


have also been some additions 
among the children. 

"My present wife, Marie, 
and I have two boys, Steven, 
11, and Bruce, 5. Both my two 
daughters are married — 
Eleanor is now Mrs. 
Schneider and lives in Van¬ 
couver and Virginaia, who 
became Mrs. Leon, has 
moved to Trail. 

"Suaan, who was five at the 
time, is now working in 
Trail.” 

The coffee shop where 
Graham "just walked in for a 
milkshake after work" and 
had his picture taken is now a 
laboratory filled with sterile 
glassware. 

-As the first Seen in Passing 
subject looked around the 
room, he paused before leav¬ 
ing. “Well, one thing hasn’t 
changed anyway. I still golf 
at Gorge Vale and I still get 
out trout fishing whenever I 
can." 

35,000 

Since that beginning on Oct. 
26, 1956, more than 35.000 
names have made the news 
from Seen in Passing, and 
they continue to go on day 
after day recording items in 
the lives of people who don’t 
normally get into the paper. 

Perhaps ex-reporter Wor- 
raald, who was present at the 
birth of the feature, has the 
best answer to why the 
feature is popular and widely 
read. 

"No matter how other 
things change, there is still a 
certain magic for many 
people at just seeing their 
name in print.”

International Pacific Salmon Commission experts predict 3 
"wipe out" for pinks (humpbacks), with only one and half 
million expected to pass through Juan de Fuea, compared to an 
average odd-numbered year of three to five million, and good 
years of seven million. 

For the first time in history in these waters it is proposed 
to make seine boats throw back all the pink salmon they catch, 
starting Aug. 8 when the commission takes control. 

Gillnetters may be limited to a five and one-eighth-inch 
mesh net. instead of the four and seven-eighth-inch mesh some 
of them would normally use, in the hope the pinks will get 
through the nets. 

Nearly all the pinks expected will be required for the 
spawning beds. 

But, it is also expected that one of the biggest net fleets 
ever to fish in Juan de Fuca will assemble next summer. The 
reason is two-fold. Predictions elsewhere in British Columbia 
point to a bad year. The netters will congregate in Juan de 
Fuca. 

And in Juan de Fuca the dominant Adams River run of 
sockeye is expected to be §<?,big that it will be important the 
sockeye be cropped before they reach the spawning grounds in 
such great numbers they scour the beds. 

Netters will be encouraged to take lots of sockeye but no 
pinks. 

To compensate for throwing back the pinks it is proposed 
seine netters get an extra day’s fishing a week . . . four days 
instead of three. 

The coho sports fishermen prize are the forgotten fish — at 
•least as regulations are concerned anyway. INo regulations 
protect them. 

With a bigger fleet fishing more days, and not being^ 
allowed to keep the pinks they catch, the coho will lie prizra' 
more than ever. Our guess is they will be decimated before 
they ever reach the sports fishing reserve east of Sheringham 
Poim. 

It is a pretty glum outlook, but a HAPPY NEW YEAR 
anyway.

Sukeforth, who caught for 
the Cincinnati Reds and 
Brooklyn Dodgers during a 10- 
year playing career, lives in 
this remote main community 
only 15 mjles from the village 
of his birth.

He’s been scouting for the 
Boston- Mihvaukee-Atlanta 
Braves for several years and 
next year will become a part 
of a combined scouting net¬ 
work for the Braves, Yan¬ 
kees, Angels and Cubs. 

Sukeforth’s job is and will 
be to look over the northern 
New England talent but per¬ 
haps more significantly to 
keep a close watch on the 
development of baseball 
players In hockey-rich Cana¬ 
dian provinces. 

FIRM BELIEF 

Clyde already has a good 
line on the north-of-the-border 
youngsters and firmly be¬ 
lieves that in a year or two, 
they’U be coming into base¬ 
ball in fairly substantial num¬ 
bers. All he'll have to do is 
get the skates off their feet 
first. 

It seems that Canada 
which already has sent sev¬ 
eral men into the majors, is 
becoming baseball oriented, 
particularly in the Maritime 
provinces oi Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick and Prince 
Edward Island. 

“The French kids up in 
Quebec tend to be smaller but 
the maritimes were settled 
pretty much by the Scotch, 
Irish and English and the kids 
are bigger.

“With the' arrival of the 
Expos and with television, the 
kids have a much stronger 
interest in baseball. And the 
fact that they play a lot of 
hockey and get a lot of 
exercise means they’re in 
better shape than most kids. 

“They don’t ride the bus to 
and from school and they 
shovel their own snow off the 
pond. They are bigger, 


stronger and can run better 
which is the first thing I 
noticed. 

"I have an idea that in a 
few years, if baseball con¬ 
tinues to develop the way it 
is, we ’ll be seeing a lot more 
of these boys in baseball and 
they might even be included 
in the free agent draft.” 

NOT MANY TRIPS 

Sukeforth, who also coached 
and briefly managed in the 
majors, doesn’t make many 
trips into Canada this time of 
year. He concentrates on 
Canada’s rather brief sum¬ 
mer when the boys are 
playing in organized teenage 
leagues, particularly in Novh 
Scotia. 

“Their # biggest problem 
used to* be coaching but 
television is helping that a lot.

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Lupin Russell 


In spite of all the Happy New Year 
greetings, it seems to me that,_for 
many folks, the New Year is a far from 
happy time. I don’t think anything 
brings home so dramatically the 
inexorable passage of time as the act_of 
writing 1971 in the upper right-hand 
corner of our letters and cheques. 

Only too often we feel that life is 
passing us by, with very little -of what 
we set out to do accomplished, and not 
very much time left. 

To those readers ot my age group 
iN'ho may be experiencing that “left on 
tfv? shelf” feeling today, I would like to 
offcer the story of a man who refused to 
'grow old'— a man of meagre education 
andf.no advantages at all, who neverthe¬ 
less* carved for himself a new career 
long' after the normal age for retire¬ 
ments In the process, he gave us just 
about ,the grandest flower ever to adorn 
a Vancouver Island garden — the 
Russeli lupin.' 

★ ★ ★ 

Gcor^v Russell was bom in 1857 In 
the littte village of Stillihgton, in 
Yorkshire^ Like most children of 
workiagclas-s parents in those days, he 
had to leavo school at an early age to 
become a breadwinner. 

After serving a period of apprentice¬ 
ship, he txvame a “by the day” 
gardener in .t*he city of York, tending 
the lawns and gardens -of perhaps a 
dozen clients for a few shillings a day. 

In the evening he worked in his own 
little garden where he grew, among his 
cabbages and eari'y peas, a few plants 
of the old-fashioned blue lupins. And so 
his life was spent, without note or 
distinction, for 59 years. 

One day. as he wfls nearing his 60th 
birthday, he found tumself staring with 
profound dissatisfaction at his lupins. 
They were all wrongs They were, too 
thin, too colorless, the keels chid 
standards ,of the pea-.l’flce florets were 
poorly shaped. 

★ ★ ir 

And at that moment, at. an age when 
most men art? past such adventure, the 
dormant creative impulse within him 
awoke, and he determined.’ to breed a 
better lupin. 

Once he had started., Russell's 
appetite for experiment greM - For 15 
years he patiently crossed' and re¬ 


crossed his lupins, ruthlessly scrapping 
inferior seedlings, each year making a 
tjny bit of progress toward his goal. 

Id June,* 1932, in his 75th year, his 
tiny garden began to blaze with the 
bright dawn of success, filled with such 
lupins as the world had never seen — 
lupins with tall, symmetrical spikes in 
astounding new colors; lupins with 
outspread standards and plump, 
rounded keels which gave the flower a 
inch, abundant shape. 

The fame of the flowers began to 
spread, and soon gardeners from all 
over the world were visiting the little 
backyard garden, offering fabulous 
sums for plants or seeds. 

He turned them all down! 

★ ★ ★ 

Whatever it was that George Russell 
wanted, plainly it was not* money. By 
this time, because of his advanced age, 
he had lost most of his clients and was 
“doing for” only one, a Mrs. Mickle- 
thwaite, a kind-hearted Yorkshire- 
woman wIk> made a point of inviting the 
old man in from the garden for a cup of 
tea whenever he showed signs of tiring. 

Outside of the few shillings she paid 
him and his old age pension, he had 
nothing, yel he refused £50 for one 
plant, £65 for another, and $500 for a 
dozen seeds from an enthusiastic 
American. 

He was scrapping and throwing away 
plants he could have sold for a small 
fortune because they didn't come up to 
the standards he had'set for himself. 

He turned down, with shy embarrass¬ 
ment, tempting offers made to him bv 
the leading seed firms of the country, 
all eager to get theis. hands on his new 
plants. They reasoned -with him: they 
pleaded posterity's cause. What would 
happen to the secret of his lupins vfrhen 
he died? 

★ ★ ★ 

Ah. said Russel], he had thought of 
that. His neighbour's boy, “Sonny” 
Heard, had become interested and was 
helping him. Sonny knew all about the 
old man’s breeding program and his 
plans for the future development of his 
gorgeous plants. 

“Me and Sonny talks about it as we 
sit chippin' the lupin seeds of a winter's 
evening,” he said. 

This gave a clue io an enterprising 


seed and nursery flrpi, and they made 
him a different kind of an offer. Russell 
would come to work for them, directing 
the lupin-breeding program with a free 
hand and without interference. 

Sgnny would come with him. the two 
of them sharing a stone cottage on'the 
experimental grounds, and while the old 
ifian supervised the work on the lupins, 
Sonny would be taught the scientific 
aspects of plant breeding. 

■k ir ir 

And so, at the age of 80; to give the 
hoy his chance in life, this old “by the 
day” garden laborer went to work for 
Baker’s of Wolverhampton, striking out 
into new phases of his lupin develop¬ 
ment with all the resources of a big 
firm back of him. 

The next 12 years must have been 
the most exciting and satisfying period 
in his life. Results came thick and fast, 
and today the Russell lupins Hre 
fabulous and breathtaking, with plump, 
straight -spikes of' glowing color. 

The old man had great fun in 
naming _ his creations through this 
period. There is “Sonny” in cerise, 
“City of York” in bright scarlet, a very 
lovely salmon pink flower which he 
named “Mrs. Micklethwaite,” and a 
glorious coral bloom which he chose to 
carry his own name. 

In his 91st year the old man had a 
serious accident — he fell off a ladder 
while pruning an overgrown lilac! From 
that time on, he had to get arpund his 
beloved lupins in a wheel chair. 

Nevertheless, he continued fhp 
direction of his work, and.it was during 
this period that the yellow and orange 
shades werp secured and “fixed" in the 
Russell lupins. 

George Russell died at the age of 94 
, in the little stone cottage he shared with 
Sonny, overlooking acres of dazzling 
lupins which even the Hollanders admit 
outshines their tulip fields in splendor. 

Starting a new career at an age 
when many men give up and content 
themselves with a chair in the corner, 
this old garden laborer lived to add 
more*-olor and beauty to our gardens 
than any other man in horticultural 
history, and carved for hirhself a niche 
of enduring fame in the hearts of. 
gardeners everywhere.

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;ing Name Not Unusual

For those of you who have 
been asking, the answer is 
NO — Cassius Marcellus Clay 
has not gone through any 
legal procedure to change his 
name to Muhammad Aii. 

But then, chances are that 
neither did Sid Walker. Benny 
L iener, Barnett Rosofsky, 
Joseph i’aul Zukauskas, 
Arnold Raymond Cfeam, 
Rocco Marchegiano, Verlin 
Jenks.^Walker Smith. 

They fought under the 
names — in order — of Beau 
Jack, Benny Leonard, Barney 
Ross. Jack Sharkey, Jertey 
Joe Walcott, Rocky Marciano, 
Lew Jenkins and Sugar Ray 
Robinson. 

For athletes, and particu¬ 
larly among fighters, the 
practice of changing names is 
not unusual —- although it’s 
not as usual today as it was 
30 and more years ago. And 
for some reason, the name 
Muhammad A1 i has not 
gained universal- acceptance. 

There is no evidence that 
anyone spoke out back in 1914 
when Kid Blackie changed his 
name to Jack Dempsey 
which, incidentally, was 
pretty close to his own name 
— William Harrison Demp¬ 
sey. 

SHORT NAME HELPED 

For some of those who 
changed their names for the 
ring, the reason was un¬ 
doubtedly geographical. I f 
your name was Cohen and 
you lived in an Irish neigh¬ 
borhood it quickly became 
Murphy. 

Then again, before the 
general acceptance of the 
microphone, a ringing, one- 
syllable name was more 
u n d erstandable sometimes 
than some of the nappes 
passed out — or down -^by 
doting parents. 

Benjamin Gan. a 112-pound 
Filipino who fought dunng the 
1930s, became Small Mon¬ 
tana; Morris Billingkoff, who 
claimed the United States 
flyweight title during the 
1920s, became Young Mon¬ 
treal. 

Peter Frascella. when he 
laid claim to the bantam title 
early in the century, did it 
under the name Kid Murphy. 
Meanwhile, that wasn't really 
Young Zulu Kid claiming the 
flyweight crown, that was 
Giuseppe D i M e 1 f i out of 
Potenza, Italy. 

Gerardo Gonzalez won the 
world welter title, but not 
under that name — as Kid 
Gavilan of Havana. 


And how about Philip Suf- 
fling? He changed his name 
to Phil Scott and the sports- 
writers changed it still fur¬ 
ther — to Phaintm’ Phil 
Scott.

In only 10 minutes, the joint 
change against three young 
G reater Victoria residents 
was withdrawn by Judge 
William QsUer, two of the 
accused were charged with 
manslaughter and committed 
to ,8 higher court for trial and 
the third pleaded guilty to a 
charge of robbery with vio¬ 
lence and was remanded for 
sentence. 

The surprising develop¬ 
ments came at the start of 
/the fifth day of the hearing 
"after only 24 of the estimated 
50 witnesses had been heard 
in the first four days and a 
change 7 was .made in the 
pro secution following the 
sudden death in hospital of 
one prosecutor’s wife

The joint charge of non¬ 
capital murder w-as laid Nov. 

13 by Victoria police against 
William Albert Larlham. 20. 
and Gary Smith. 18. both of 
CFB Esquimalt. and Terrance 
Parsons. 2Q. of Oak Bay. after 
the death “Nov. 10 of Gerald 
Mulholland, 37. of 917 Bew- 
dley. Esquimalt. 

As tive hearing began Dec. 

23. Ostler approved’a request 
by the three defence lawyers 
for an order banning publi¬ 
cation of the evidence. J. W. 
Anderson was prosecutor 
while Brian Smith defended 
Larlham. J. J. G6w repre¬ 
sented Smith and Cal Becker 
defended Parsons. 

The hearing continued Mon¬ 
day but John MacIntyre, a 
senior member of the prose¬ 
cution staff, was called in 
Tuesday from the court’s 
family division after Mrs. 
Anderson collapsed at home. 

MacIntyre took Tuesday off 
to study the case, then began 
full time Wednesday. But 
Thursday morning, he rose as 
the hearing resumed to apply 
for withdrawal of the charge 
it ir * 

Larlham and Smith then 
were charged jointly with 
manslaughter in that “on or 
about Nov. 10. 1970 . . . you 
did unlawfully kill Gerald 
Mulholland and did thereby 
commit manslaughter.” 

Through their lawyers. the> 
waived a preliminary hearing 
and were committed by Ost¬ 
ler to a tygher court for trial.

Larlham and Smith were 
taken to the jail next door t" 
the court, and Parsons then 
was charged with robbery 


with violence in that “on or 
about Nov. 10, 1970 . . . you 
did unlawfully steal a wallet 
and contents and a sum of 
money from Gerald Mulhol- 
lahd and at the time therefore 
did use violence.’’ 

Through his lawyer. Par¬ 
sons elected trial by Ostler 
and pleaded guilty. Before he 
was remanded to Jan. 11 for 
a pre-sentence report and 
sentence, brief details of the f 
charge against Parsons were 
read to court by Victoria 
police detective Ted James. 


He said Parsons and two 
other persons left the 
Churchill Hotel beer parlor, 
1140 Government, at about 7 
p.m.

“Let us therefore leave the 
hiture in the hands of Him 
who can read it and concern 
ourselves with present duty 
and, to every reader of The 
Cblonlst, a happy new year.” 

This column footnote was 
part of the issue of the Daily 
British Colonist and Victoria 
Chronicle, published on the 
first day of January in the 
year 1871. 

It was an interesting and 
entirely readable issue of the 
paper which suggested among 
other tilings, that, perhaps, a 
change in breakfast fare 
might be good for one and all. 


Instead of the usual bacon 
or ham and eggs it suggested 
that Findon haddocks. Yar¬ 
mouth bloaters, smoked or 
pickled herring or Sitka cod¬ 
fish might make good eating 
— all of which could be 
supplied by Well and Finlay- 
son on Fort Street* 

• But if you did prefer ham 
you could get it for 25 cents a 
pound while bacon sold for 20 
cents. 

And. if you wanted to be. 


clean and neat for the new 
year, shaves were obtainable 
for 12 cents, haircuts for 25 
cents and a shampoo for the 
same. 

But there were a few dark 
notes. One despatch, sent by 
"electric telegraph." indi¬ 
cated that in the Mexican 
state of Sonora, the price of 
Indian scalps had* gone up. 
from $200 to $300. 


Health was an important 
consideration then as it is 
now. and one advertisement 
stated that sore eyes and pars 
were a sure indication of 
“scrofulous Wood and 
humor*/’ 

The poison had to be 
neutralized, the advertise¬ 
ment warned, and purged out 
of the system and there was 
no lime to be lost.* 

Bristol’s sasparilla jjnd pills 
were the remedy "and in a 
few Weeks every vestige of the 
disease will disappear.” 

Candy and drink were im¬ 
portant adjuncts to the holi¬ 
day season. 

Mrs. E. Levy “on Govern¬ 
ment near Johnson” was 


selling peppermint. 1 ^ in *• n 
musk, ginger lozenges, con¬ 
versation lozenges, rock 
candy. gum drops, fancy 
hearts and London mixture at 
50 cents a pound. 

Qther merchants were 
advertising porter, brandy, 
sherry, whiskey. / rum. Old 
Tom gin. sparkling moselle, 
claret, inaraschlnh and bitters. 

Coal was selling for S4.5Q a 
ton and (he Adeipbi Saloon at 
' Government and Johnson, 
featuring Peter's famous 
clam--chowder, was doing a 
roaring bUtlQCtS 

But. invariably the spectre 
of ill health crept into the 
newspaper. 


However, there was a way 
out. Buchu was guaranteed to 
cure weariness arising from 
indiscretion and the “exe 
hausted powers of nature” 
which w ? ere accompanied by 
so many alarming symptoms 
/in eluding indisposition to 
exertion, loss of memory, 
wakefulness; horror of disease 
and foreboding of evil. 


Grimault's syrup of hy|»o- 
phosphite of lime wasr widely 
advertised as a sure cure for 
lung disease and, columns of 
the paper were devoted to 
Helmbold's ~f-1 u i d extract, 
■Buchu. 4 

The Helmbold's advertise- 
mvnts warned that once the 
body Is, affected with organic 
weakness, consumption or in¬ 
sanity could ensue. 


A discreet and conservative 
note in the paper announced 
that “Mr. Helmcken” could 
be consulted in his office 
between the hours of nine and 
noon in the morning or at his 
James Bay home at night. 

Dr. John Scba stian 
Helmcken was a surgeon, a 
member of one of British Co¬ 
lumbia’s pioneer families and 
the grandfather of Ainslie 
Helmcken. city archivist. 

Editorials in 1871 were a 
large part of the papers of 
the day. 

They were long, sometimes 
obscure but invariably out¬ 
spoken. 

With the imminent entrance 
of B.C. to Confederation. 


iJuiy. 1871», tiiere were im¬ 
portant issues to be discussed. 

One was the route of. tlie 
Canadian Pacific Railway and 
the possibility of Victoria and 
Esquimalt becoming its west¬ 
ern terminus. 

The Colonist warned, and in 
no uncertain fashion, against 
election candidates who might 
use the loss of this terminal 
base as a -weapon in argu¬ 
ment. 

Reject anyone who uses this 
specious argument, the paper 
‘advisory** readers, as he is a 
“political trickster.” 

It also added that any 
candidate who used this argu¬ 
ment — the threat that 
Confederation might not be 
possible if the CPR^ was 
rejected — was a knave’ or a 
fool. Shun him. the paper 
Warned. 


The social life in tlie city 
was not markedly changed 
from tlie present on New 
Year's .Day. There were 
soiree* on the evening of the 
hojiday and receptions and 
parties during the day. . 

Tlie Alhambra. Hall • was 
holding a minstrel show (ad¬ 


mission 50 cents, reserved 
seats. 75 cents' and there, 
were other- events around 
town and everyone had a good 
time. 

And. of course, the hotels 
were busy. Tlie Temperance 
Hotel at the corner of Fort 
and Douglas (lodging $6 to S7 
a week, with meals) was in 
business. It also supplied 
customers with a variety of 
liquors at a large bar. A 
dozen other hostelries were 
busy - their doors open t<» all 
and the atmosphere festive. 


But t h e r e were emer¬ 
gencies. 

"A pair of powerful horses 
attached to a heavy wagon, 
dashed from Government 
Street to Johnson and lore 
away toward Yates.” 

The wagon hit the wheel of 
a heavy cart in the Arcade 
and slowed the progress of 
the runaways so that people 
were! able to halt the fright¬ 
ened! animals.

He said that a University of Toronto report has 
demonstrated that the daily diet of Canadians contains 
more mercury than is good for human health. 

"There is a great urgency to monitor the mercury 
content of our foods in a much better way than is being 
currently done," he said in a statement issued through 
the office here of Opposition Leader Stanfield. 

Many of the 300 common ingredients of the 
Canadian diet contain mercury concentrations greater 
than the World Health Organization maxinumi. he said. 

The World Health Organization recormbends that 
daily diet contain no more than .05 parts per million of 
mercury to be safe. Canada does not formally accept 
this standard.

The outsider thinks of Moroc¬ 
can worn e n as romantic 
figures, leading leisurely lives 
of cloistered ease inside some 
colonnaded patio, clothed in 
silk and brocades, and laden 
with jewelry.

secretary to Princess Lalla. 

Writing on divorce in Aicha, 
she said that under Moroccan 
law a wife retains the right to 
administer her own wealth 
and do business without con¬ 
sulting her husband. Her 
upkeep is her husband's en¬ 
tire responsibility, whatever 
income she may have of her 
own. — 


But in practice the husband 
lias complete control and she 
has no rights even over her 
own possessions. If she earns 
a wage, she is expected to 
hand it all over to her 
husband. 

It is virtually Impossible for 
the wife to obtain a divorce. 
Mrs. Messoudi writes. Di¬ 
vorcees become “untouch¬ 
ables and pariahs in society” 
and as a consequence Mo¬ 
roccan women avoid divorce 
and are completely resigned 
to. their fate, she says. 

Mrs. Messoudi says that as 
a result relations between 
man and wife arc like those 
between master and slave. 


In fact, romance is far 
irmoved from reality. Many 
Moroccan wives are un¬ 
happy—but this is not because 
under Moslem law their hus- 
hands can take four wives 
and have as many concubines 
as they can afford, since 
Moroccan men simply cannot 
afford harems anymore. 

The problem is that in 
practice Moroccan women 
have no legal rights, even 
though by law they have 
more rights than European 


“Boys can be poor at the 
time of marriage, but if they 
have good futures I consider 
that's all right." 

Ishizaka started out as a 
travelling salesman of lacquer 
ware. Moving about Japan, he 
would be asked to find 
suitable mates, for young men 
and women. 

Love marriages were al¬ 
most unheard of in J.q*an 
until after the Second World 
War. Even today, many mar¬ 
riages, jxuticularly in rural 
areas, are arranged by go- 
betweens. 

The Jai»ancse hold two 
theories on marriages ar¬ 
ranged by outsiders. First, if 
the match fails, the parents 
alone are not to blame. 
Second and more important, 
Jajianese believe that love 
will develop after the wed¬ 
ding.

In this spirit! families go to 
a matchmaker to seek suit¬ 
able partners for their chil¬ 
dren. When a match tenta¬ 
tively is acc epted by two 
families, a miai (first meet¬ 
ing 1 is arranged at which the 
young man and woman see 
each. other but do not neces¬ 
sarily speak. 

The miai, attended by fam¬ 
ily representatives, might lie 
hold in the matchmaker's 
house ifl a restaurant, thea¬ 
tre or other public place. 

If the young man and 
woman are pleased with each 
other at the miai. yuino 
(engagement gifts) are ex¬ 
changed In old days, yuino 
might be rolls of cloth, fans

or casks of sake ta white rice 
drink). 

Nowadays instead of gifts, 
the bridegroom can present 
cash to the bride's family, 
which then returns part of the 
money. The original sum in 
middle-class families might 
range from 10,000 yen ($27) 
up to 50,000 yen ($138) or 
even more.

Ishizaka has few peers in 
the business of matchmaking, 
w'hich he has been doing 
since the age of 29. And he 
knows what ^oung people 
want. 

“Usually a girl seeks a 
mate with a good scholastic 
standing, while the boy lodks 
for a pretty girl,” he said. 

From his home in central 
Japan's mountainous Nagano 
prefecture, Ishizaka has tra¬ 
velled far on his missions of 
romance. 


“Before the war, I went as 
far as Singapore. China and. 
Formosa, and following the 
war even to New York to 
arrange marriages," he said.

VENICE — For thbse 
tourists whose island tastes 
lie somewhere between tin- 
bazaar and the bizarre, Bu¬ 
rano in Venice's^ north lagoon 
Js tooth a haven and a heaven. 
An Island is as island is an 
island, but the Island of 
Burano is a bit different. It is 
a tiny, speck of Italy, washed 
by waters from the Adriatic, 
where time dissolves and 
becomes irrelevant. 


The most charming of all 
Venice’s 117 islands. Burano 
is a half-hdtir waterbus jog 
from the mainland — an 
island whose middle name is 
lace. Just about every female 
of the species, from the age

Churchill accused president Franklin D. Roosevelt of striking 
a hard bargain” when he offered 50 old destroyers in 1940 in 
exchange for bases, hitherto secret British cabinet records 
disclosed Thursday. 

The documents allowed Churchill. .only reluctantly 
accepted a demand by Roosevelt that he should pledge in 
advance to send the remnants of the British fleet to safety in 
the British empire if Britain herself were invaded and 
overrun.

Churchill was quoted in the cabinet minutes as saying 
"The United States is trying to make a hard bargain.” 

However, he told the cabinet "It might well prove the 
first step .towards constituting an Anglo-Saxon bloc or indeed a 
decisive point in history.” 

The J0-year-old British cabinet records, hitherto kept tqp- 
secret. were released for publication. However, many 
documents still were held back for security reasons or 
because the. government considered them too "sensitive’' 
diplomatically even now. 

Tlie documents disclosed that Nevelle Chamberlain, then 
British prime minister, told the war cabinet in March, 1940. 


lie believed Roosevelt would try to end the war “even il that 
attempt should lie eniliarrassing to us.” 

Sir Robert Vansittart. chief diplomatic adviser to the 
government, commented four days later "it is now pretty 
clear, as the prime minister says, that President Roosevelt is 
ready to play a dirty trick on the world and risk the ultimate 
destruction of the Western democracies in order to secure .du? 
re-election of a Democratic candidate in tlie United States.” .

• By July 9, 1940. Churchill told his cabinet confidently 
Britain had recovered sufficiently (< *from the Dunkirk 
evacuation disaster to re[K?l an Invasion ft Adolf Hitler 
attempted one. 

* • At no time, did the British cabinet even discuss 
accepting Hitler’s peace bids after the 1940 fall of France. 

• The British cabinet received a warning from its 
military advisers in May 1940 that Hitler would be prepared 
to suffer 90 per cent casualities in order to establish a 
beachhead in Britain. 

• Britain had plane ready to occupy the Portuguese- 
owned islands In the Atlantic in the summer of 1940 if 
Portugal was occupied by die Germans or* entered the war 
against the allies.

Bennett Theory: 
People Matter, 
Not Gars, Ferries

LOS ANGELES — In this sprawling metropolis, strangling 
in a tangled mess of freeways and choking on its acrid smog. 
Premier Bennett has dusted off some old truths. 

For one, he say s, it’s people that matter. Not cars or 
ferries. 

“People often ask: Is the government to build a lot more 
ferries to run between Vancouver Island and the Mainland?” 
Bennett said in an interview Thursday. ‘T say. we’ll build 
maybe some more, but not a lot Why? Because it’s impossible 
now to move a lot of cars at peak periods. And we won't be 
able to keep up with the demand at Jthese times in die future. 
it ir ★ 

"But no person has ever been turned down by our ferry 
system. So we are dedicated to the transportation of people 
rather than cars.” 

The same principle applies to freeway development in the 
Lower Afainland, the premier added. The government doesn't 
want to get into construction of a freeway network, which will 
only serve to spread out the population even more, while not 
coming close to meeting the rapidly increasing peak traffic 
demands. 

* ★ ★ 

Tlie idea of one person, one car which lies at the root of 
many of metro Los Angeles’ problems, Bennett said, is totally 
unacceptable to B.C. But the only practical alternative seems 
to be development of a rapid transit system in the lower 
Mainland, and eventually .in Greater Victoria. 

Bennett, however, refuses to commit the government. He 
doesn't even like the term rapid transit, arguing only that some 
better method of mass transportation than the automobile must 
be found.

DUNCAN—A visit, to her native Sweden will 
be one of the rewards Lil Larrson, 4^ of 271 Second 
Stj-eet, Duncan, will reap from her prize in the 
Manitoba Centennial Corp.’s “Good-Buy Sweep- 
stake.”

DUNCAN — To find John 
Murray. 26. in his office in 
the new provincial govern¬ 
ment building during the best 
part of tiie year one musl be 
lucky because as dairy farm 
inspector for Vancouver 
Island his time is mainly 
taken up with visiting about 
157 dairy farms. His huge 
territory roaches from the 
southern tip of the island to 
the Campbell River district 
and also includes the Gulf 
Islands.. 

Murray's job is a guarantee 
that the public receive* good 
safe dairy products. This is 
achieved by visiting the dairy 
operations at least once a 
year and by checking samples 
from each farm at shorter 
intervals. 

it it it 

There are two different 
types of milk producers, the 
fluid shippers who operate on 
a quota basis and the raw 
milk vendors who bottle their 
product with pr o v i n “c i a V 
department o f agriculture 
approved equipment. 

Murray said there are six 
raw’ milk vendors on the 
island and the Gulf Islands, 
including two in the Victoria- 
Saanich area, and one each at 
Chemainus. Yellow Point. 
Beaver Oeek, Port Albemi 
and Salt .Spring Island. 

All other dairy farmers ship 
their milk in bulk to one of 
the five dares includng three 
at Victoria, one at Port 
Albemi and one at Courtenay. 
Murray said most of the 


daily farms on the island are 
in the area between Mill Bay 
and Chemainus, totalling 75 
operations, but they are not 
necessarily the biggest farms. 

it it it 

Size of farms ranges "from 
about 20 head to between 120 
and 150 head. The number of 
farms in the other districts 
under Murray’s jurisdiction 
consist of: Saanich-Victoria 
area, about 22; Nanaimo to 
Qunlicum Beach, about 30; 
Port Albemi. about five; 
Par ksville-NanooBe-Coombs, 
about 10. and Courtenay area, 
about 26. The two largest 
opera tons on the island are 
located at Saaruch and Cour¬ 
tenay. 

Murray said 'farmers In 

general are co-operative 
because they realize that 
their livBhood depends on 
their good performance and 
and oliserving regulations 
designed to protect the con¬ 
sumer. 

it * ★ 

Besides inspecting tire 
farms Murray* also carries 
out the licensing of the milk 
tank truck drivers who call at 
the various dairy farms and 
collect the milk with their 
vehicles. The dairy farm 
inspector explained while at 
one time farmers took their* 
milk to the dairies where it 
was graded this now is done 
by tiie indlk truck driver who 
grades the product before it 
is pumped into his truck. 

The driver also takes a 
sample from each dairy farm 
which is kept at the dairy. To 
that sample further samples 


are added from each farm 
during the following 15 or 16 
days before it *is sent to the 
provincial agricultural labora¬ 
tory at Vancouver where a 
butterfat analysis is made. 

However, these samples are 
not tiie only ones taken. The 
milk from the various opera¬ 
tions is also checked regu¬ 
larly for water content, bac¬ 
teria count and antibiotics. 
it it a 

Murray explained if water 
is found the farmer will be 
warned by letter. In the case 
of a second offence within 18 
months the farmer will be 
warned again, but if there 
should be a third withir *uat 
period he will be suspended 
for seven days. The same 
ruling applies for the antibio 
tics count. 

The procedure is somewhat 
different when it comes to the 


bacteria test. Murray ax- 
plained if amounts of more 
than 75,000 colonies per milli¬ 
liter are found in two or more 
samples in five consecutive 
tests the farmer will be 
suspended after having been 
given ample warning. 

★ ★ * 

In cases of gross violations 
the license can be taken 
away. Murray said in most 
instances he will visit the 
farms affected to see what 
corrective measures can be 
taken. 

Altliough born and raised in 
Vancouver. Murray always 
yearned to be a farmer and 
decided to take general agri¬ 
cultural training at UBC. 
After completing hie studies 
he worked two yean for the 
experimental farm at Oyster 
River to learn all about milk 
and milking.

PORT AIHERNI — The 
Parks and Recreation Com¬

"and I myself play the 
harmonica." 

Circus people, he points out. . 
are on the fringe of human 
society, a race apart, “not 
necessarily with a bad image, 
but outside. 

"People in circuses and 
fairs are more religious than 
people who lead more normal 
lives. Jn some trailers the 
Bible looks like this," he said, 
holding up a tattered, well- 
worn volume. “They use it."

many thousands of jieople. 

"Circus pebple in Germany 
include many ex-convicts." 
conceded Pastor Stegmann. 
"And that, too, is my prob¬ 
lem- 

"Circuses there have three 
social strata: high society, 
the artists and performers; 
then the business manage¬ 
ment. electricians and other 
technicians, and last and 
lowest, the animal tenders, 
roustabouts, and others who 
frequently include the ox- 
convicts, and other homeless 
people. 

"For most iieople, give 
them a couple of years with 
the circus and they never 
return to any other way of 
life. For them it is the circus 
forevermore. It is fascinating 
to see the pull of it." 

Pastor Stegamnn and the 
priest travel aboui .50.000 
miles a year, from circus to 
circus, fair to fair, city to 
city. 

"I see my people two to 
four times "a* year.” he 
guessed, "with a large circus 


Stegmann said, was that he 
constantly was on fee move 
and had little time for his 
wife and two daughters. 

"That is my big problem," 
he admitted. "Last year I 
was 287 days away from my 
family. That is hard. But mv 
wife is the best wife in the 
world and a good pastor’s 
wife. 

"She *ays: Thai is your 
calling; you must go.’ She is 
great." 

Pastor Stegmann w^nts to 
build a home where circus 
children can live while they 
go to school instead of going 
"three days here, three days 
there, in a manner that is 
hard for the children and 
hard for their parents." 

And, after five or six more 
years at his strange pastor¬ 
ate, he hopes to be assigned 
•some more regular work 
where he can have his family 
with him. 

"It is hard work, this 
mission of mine.’’ he con¬ 
cedes. “You can’t do that for 
a lifetime."

He is des¬ 
cribed as six feet tall, weigh¬ 
ing 150 pounds, with medium 
build, brown eyes, blond hair 
and a fair complexion. 

A native of Vancouver 
Island. Showalter has been an 
electrical worker, mlllworkcr 
and drywall installer. He has 
a tattoo of a skull and knife 
on his right arm and a tattoo 


of a woman's head on his left 
arm. 

Police feel the past his¬ 
tories and habits of the two 
men indicate Showalter might 
lie in B.C. somewhere, while 
Olenick might be in Canada 
or the U.S. Anyone with 
information about either man 
should get in touch with the 
nearest police department or 
the RCMP. 

The spokesman said all 
police dejyartments in Canada 
and the U.S., including the 
FBI, have been notified of the 
separate disappearances of 
the two men, and their known 
aliases were in the report. 

He said it is "not at all 
unusual" in such cases to 
recapture a fugitive through a 
check on a rural roadside or 
on a city street "where they 
make a small error." 

He added Olenick and 
Showalter are not considered 
dangerous, but persons wife 
information should still deal 
with police only.
